Five junior colleges will be estab- 


lished if the bill .offered by Sen. Ray 
J. Nye in the upper house on Tues- 
day is enacted into law. It is said 
here that should the bill be adopted 
two cities in the state, Superior and 
Racine may avail themselves of the 
portions of the 
law and 
establish 


such colleges. 


A Junior college is denned as an 


institution that offers the equivalent 
of the first two years of the academ- 
ic departments of the college of let- 
ters and science at the, university 
and such other courses as may be 
approved by the state board of edu- 
cation. 


The Supervision of the junior col- 


leges shall be under the state board 
of education. Before any of these 
colleges are entitled to state aid the 
board of trustees .of junior colleges 
shall prepare 
planks, outline the 


eourseS'of- study, the equipment, the 
housing- and the method of financing 
of 
junior • "colleges. 
An advisory 


committee' on junior colleges shall 
bo organized consisting of the presi- 
dent of the university, the secretary 
of the state board of education, and 
the head of a junior college as soon 
as one ;is organized. The state 'board 
of education may refer to the advis- 
ory committee on junior "colleges any 
question of policy regarding 
junior 


colleges within its jurisdiction for 
investigation, report or on recom- 
mendation or other appropriate ac-

A measure to aid the school sys- 


tem by providing for an establish- 
ment of a permanent fund, the in- 
some of which is to be used to sup- 
port the common schools, the nor- 
mal schools and' the university is 
provided in a bill which was offer- 
ed in the upper house Tuesday by 
Senator George Staudenmayer of 
Portage.

used for educational purposes.

No aid shall be dis- 
tributed unless the courses of study 
in each such college, the qualifica- 
tions of the teachers, and the hous- 
ing of the junior college shall be 
approved 'by the state board of edu- 
cation at the beginning of each aca- 
demic year. There is appropriated 
annually beginning July 1, 1921, the 
sum of $5,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the junior college act. 


To meet the expense which the 


city must 'bear in the furnishing of 
buildings and equipment a city is 
allowed to ' levy not to exceed one- 
half of one mill on the'assessed_val- 
uation of such city for the mainte-^ 
nance of such school annually. 


The bill has already attracted 


wide attention in the legislature.

Report of Special County 


Investigators on Death 


of Richard S. Lawrence 


T 


HE report ol the investigating 
committee follows in full: 


In- view of the peculiar circum- 


stances involved in the matter of 
the death of B. S. Lawrence and the 
publicity given thereto, we feel that 
a.. public and 
official 
statement 


should be made \vith respect to our 
concern therewith. 


"With facts 
and circumstances, 


giving ample reasons to suppose and 
suspicion that an offense had been 
committed, the County Board, after 
laving listened to the District At- 
torney, constituted the .undersigned 


Committee to proceed and cooper- 


ate with the District Attorney in an 
endeavor to reach a definite conclu- 
sion with respect^to the manner in 
which R. S. Lawrence came to his 
death. It was readily seen, as the 
District Attorney then explained, 
;bat the facts and circumstances at 
land were insufficient to warrant a 
definite determination when consid- 
ered from the standpoint of admis- 
sible evidence and cross examina- 
tion. Upon the suggestion of Mr. 
Lewis, wo concluded that the sim- 
plest, the most practical, the most 
uexpensive, and the most reliable 
method of bringing: the matter to a 
close or providing ample evidence to 
proceed further would be. to exhume 
:he body and subject it to a careful 
ind impartial anatomical and patho- 
logical examination 
by two of the 


most competent and reliable physi- 
cians in the state—Dr. Bunting of 
the University of Wisconsin and Dr. 
Lorenz of the State Hospital at 
Mendota. This has been done and 
their report as presented to the Dis- 
trict Attorney is set forth as fol- 
lows: 
To the District Attorney, 


"Dane County, Wis. 


"My dear Mr. Lewis: 


"As requested by you, we, the un- 


dersipmcd, on Feb. 8, 1921, made an 
i lamination of a body identified as 
thiit of Richard Scott Lawrence. Our 
findings, which are appended in de- 
tail, are entirely consistent with the 
theory that Mr. Lawrence camo to 
his death by being struck by the en- 
gine of a railroad train.- The many 
broken bones, the tearing and muti- 
lation of the soft part, show the ef- 
fect of a powerful crushing and 
shearing force which was applied 
before cessation of heart beat avid 
blood circulation, as shown by the 
location and character of the-various 
hemorrhages. Sand, bits, of coal 
and even pebbles were ground into 
many abraded parts of the body 
which may serve to indicate that the 
body was dragged heavily over the 
roadbed of a railroad. 


'The character of the -wounds of 


the body preclude, we believe, . the 
possibility that Mr. Lawrence was 
tho victim of other violence and that 
his body was then thrown on the 
railroad. The condition in which 
w~ saw the bo^y, can be explained, 
in our opinion, only on the theory 
that Mr. Lawrence was struck from 
behind while in an erect posture and 
with his. left • foot on the ground 
(either by an unheard train ap- 
proaching from behind or while 
turning, too late, in an attempt to 
avoid an oncoming train). The body 


was propelled forward and with a 
slight "clockwise1- rotation, so that 
the left side of the head struck the 
roadway, and .the left leg was 
caught ..under the cow catcher, 
which struck the body in the crotch. 
For a fraction of time, the body was 
caught between an immobile roadbed 
and a body, (the cow catcher) mov- 
ing faster than itself—the skull w»s 
fractured, the scalp split and the up- 
per part of the left ear was torn 
down by the friction with the road- 
bjd. The left arm was broken and 
mangled. In the- other direction, 
the cow catcher dissected the soft 
parts of the left thigh and of 
the 


crotch, including the genitalia from 
behind forward turning them to- 
ward the belly. The pelvis was frac- 
tured and telescoped on tho spine, 
the head of the left thigh jammed 
into the abdominal cavity, and the 
spine itself 
thrown under' such 


longitudinal stress that it broke in 
four places at its points of greatest 
curvature. 
The cheat was then 


crushed in. The right arm and lee 
were carried aside in the rotation of 
the body and were badly injured 
where a part of the right hand and 
the lower right leg and foot came 
between wheel and rail and were 
crushed off.

"My dear Mr. Lewis: 


"In the examination of the 'body 


of R. S.. Lawrence, we found no les- 
ions, beyond those incidental to the 
previous examination, which might 
not have been produced by the orig- 
inal accident, with the alteration in 
'form and configuration due to pro- 
gressive decomposition of the 
soft 


parts. In other words I do not be- 
lieve there was any tampering with 
the body after it was buried, to the 
extent at least at attempting to pro- 
duce wounds similar to those that 
might be caused in a railroad acci- 
dent.

The District 
Attorney, 


appearing before the County Board 
for sanction to proceed to an ulti- 
mate conclusion, was, for instance, 
met at first with almost unanimous 
opposition. As b.e then stafed, anc 
us the-Baard came to believe from 
the facts and circumstances' present- 
ed, the matter could not be dropped. 
Having in mind only to fairly and 
impartially search for the ultimate 
truth, we have been indifferent to 
all propaganda inconsistent with 
that end. The result of the exami- 
nation to our minds is 
nmistak- 


able and definite. It has satisfied 
the District Attorney and we, there- 
fore, feel that further investigation 
in the matter should not be at the 
expense of the County.

E have received the following excerpts from some writ- 


ings of long ago which should interest the faculty guar- 


dians of the gymnasium at the university. 


The following quotation has apparently been taken from 


the "Business Philosopher" and reprinted in Lefax Magazine 
for December, 1919. 


"In England, in the year of Grace, 1417, Lovd Say was con- 


demned to death as a patron of Learning. The learned Judge in 
pronouncing sentence used these words: 


Thou hast most traitorously corrupted the youth 


of the realm in erecting a grammer school, and where- 
as our forefathers had no other books but the score and 
tally, thou hast caused printing to be used, and con- 
trary to the king, his crown and dignity, thou hast 
built a paper mill. 
'It will be proven to thy face that thou hast men 


about thee that usually talk of a noun and a verb and 
such abominable words as no Christian ear can en- 
dure.' 
Such was the state of learning in Anglo-Saxon England 500 


years ago. The world does move but it moves very slowly. 


A letter from the school board of Lancaster, Ohio, in 1828, 


reads in part in this extraordinary fashion: 


"You are welcome to use the Schoolhouse to de- 


bate on proper question in; but such subjects as Rail- 
roads and Telegraphs are impossibilities and rank in- 
fidelity. There is nothing in the word of God about 
them. If God had designed that His intelligent crea- 
tures should travel at the frightful speed of fifteen 
miles an hour, He would have clearly foretold it 
through His holy prophets; it is a device of Satan to 
lead immortal souls to Hell."
